Citizens'  Free   Library. 

/ 

1.  The  Library  shall  until  further  notice  bo  open  from 
12,  noon,  until  6,  p.  m.,  every  secular  day;  except  Saturdays, 
(from  6.H(»  to  8.30,  p.  m.,)  and  such  days  as  are  regarded  as 
holidays  by  the  City  Government,  or  when  the  committee 
may  see  fit  to  close  it  for  cleaning  or  inspection. 

2.  The  Library  shall.be  free  for  the  use  of  the  citizens  of 
Halifax,  under  the  following  regulations  :  All  inhabitants  of 
the  city  over  the  age  of  twenty-one,  known  to  the  Librarian 
as  proper  persons  to  enjoy  its  privileges,  or  so  duly  certified 
in  writing  by  some  responsible  citizen. 

3.  Any  minor  over  the  age  of  fourteen  depositing  with 
the  Librarian  a  written  guarantee  from  their  parents,  or 
guardians,  being  themselves  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the 
Library  as  above. 

4.  Any  citizen  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  Library  can  in- 
troduce a  stranger  who  wishes  either  to  consult  books  in  the 
Library  or  take  them  to  his  lodgings  to  read  ;  a  book  will  be 
kept  in  which  such  citizen  will  hd  required  to  enter  his  own 
name  and  that  of  his  friend,  which  entry  will  be  held  as  a 
guarantee  for  the  conduct  of  his  friend  and  the  safety  of  any 
book  or  books  taken  out  of  the  Library  on  loan. 

5.  Or  strangers  visiting  the  city  can  have  the  use  of  the 
Library,  on  depositing  with  the  Librarian  a  written  guarentee 
from  a  responsible  citizen,  for  the  safety  of  any  books  loaned 
to  them,  or  by  depositing  the  value  of  the  book  or  books,  or 
of  the  set  to  which  they  belong  (optional  with  the  Managers 
of  the  Library) ;  the  money  so  deposite'l  or  guaranteed,  to 
be  returned  when  the  books  are  returned  uninjured. 

6.  Books  must  be  asked  for  according  to  their  designa- 
tion in  the  Catalogue,  which  will  be  supplied  by  the  Librarian 
ft^  25  cents  each.

7.  Any  person  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  Library  whoso 
name?  and  place  of  residence  has  been  duly  recorded,  can 
have  books  by  sending  to  the  Librarian  in  "Titing  (with  their 
proper  signatures  attached),  the  name  of  the  book  required, 
or  the  names  of  several  to  be  selected  from. 

8.  No  person  can  take  books  from  the  shelves  who  is  not 
employed  in  the  service  of  the  Library. 

y.  The  time  books  may  be  kept,  will  be  marked  in  them  ; 
also  the  amount  of  fine  for  each  day  over-kept,  which  will 
hi  strictly  enforced ;  but  the  book  may  be  renewed  on  appli- 
cation, provided  it  is  not  required  by  another  applicant. 

1 0.  Any  book  detained  without  renewal  one  week  be- 
yond the  time  limited  by  these  regulations  may  be  sent  for 
by  the  Librarian  at  the  expense  of  the  person  so  detaining  it, 
which,  together  with  the  fine  incurred,  must  be  paid  before 
•luy  further  issue  is  made. 

11.  All  losses  or  injuries  to  books  shall  be  made  good  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Librarian,  and  any  books  after  three 
mouths  detention  will  be  held  to  be  lost,  and  no  person  owing 
a  tine  incurred  as  above  can  be  entitled  to  the  further  use  of 
tlio  Library  until  such  fines  be  paid  or  losses  made  good. 

1 2.  Eucyclopa)dies,  Dictionaries,  bound  Newspapers,  or 
other  books  of  reference,  can  only  be  used  in  the  Lib.ary, 
except  under  special  circumstances  and  conditions  optional 
with  the  Managers  of  the  Library.  All  books  must  be  re- 
turned to  the  Library  whenever  required  for  inspection  or 
otherw  ise,  under  a  penalty  of  one  dollar  for  each  volume 
dotained.  Eeasonable  notice  will  always  be  given  in  such 
cases. 

N.  B. — Any  talking  or  conversation  that  would  interfere 
with  the  business  of  the  Library  or  be  unpleasant  to  others 
iu  waiting  not  allowed. 


As  the  Saturday  evening  is  especially  intended  for 
the  convenience  of  those  who  cannot  well  come  during  the 
week,  it  is  requested  that,  to  prevent  overcrowding,  all  who 
can  supply  themselves  during  the  other  days  of  the  week 
will  do  so.
